in securing « foothold as a basis for fatare 
negotiatlong:. The whole proposition {9 ridicu- 
lous on the face of It, That preat [stand Is as safe 
to-day from any exceptional disturbance as it 
has been at any time alnce the begloning of the 
-war; tt bas perhaps rarely been more diaposed 
to peace, because the equeezing officials are 
now slmulating a moderation and consideration, 
Aoretgn to thelr custom: and wishes, patiently 
waitlng until the storm passes, when again they 
expect the old-tlme oppression will bloom with 
“renewzd vigor to make up for this enforced 
erfod of restraint, Juatnow it {s pollcy to “ lle 
Tow," and altrsct as Iittle attention as possible, 
The Idea of Japan spreading herself all over and 
extending ber line of Operations down to that 
disiant island! Could anything, be more at 
variance with every move Japan has made since 
the beginning of the war? Her generals have 
shown themrelvés to be men of ability and 
caulion; in fect, if anything, over cautlous, 
Their Ine of advance has ever been well 
protected, and’ all reasonable chances of the 
uncertainty of war carefully estimated and pro- 
vided for. She appreciates that if she controls 
the situation around the Gulf of Pechill, Formosa, 
Canton and any other parts of Ching will be 
open to her, without s struggle, when the fintt 
seltiement arrives, should the Treaty Powers 
dechte in her favour, There {a no credit In 
forcibly taking defenceless snd uncivilized 
Formosa and no advantage-In any way could 
sccrue to Japan from such ow tisky act. The 
Japs are playing a deep game to this struggle ; 
and it-fs evident there hae been from the 
, beginning and possibly even before, an entente 
cordiale between Japan and the principal 
powers of the world as to what latitude of actlon 
Japan shall have. Doubtless, in the beginning 
the Great Powers had no Idea that the Japs 


would sweep things #0 before them as they baye | 


done'and accordingly were not eo exacting In their 
limitations as they would have been with thelr 
present knowledge ; but, all tha same, when the 
day of final adjustment arrives, Japan will not 
be so pig-headed. as to try to take advantage of

_ Far East. Nelther China, Japan, Russis, Great 
Britaln nor any other Power must in the fotare 
be a serlous menace to the peace and welfare of 
this vast and fmportant section of the world, 
The country must be opened to merchant 
flerts, rallways, telegraphs and other industrial 
and economic impfovements ; and this must be 
as far as possible a free and fair field for all, in 
which each will reap according: to'thelr merits,
